Pope Receives New Envoy. 


W ashington, April 
16.— Briga­ 
dier General Wilds P. Richardson, 
new com m ander American forces 
in north Russia, reported the mili­ 
tary situation satisfactory in his 
first official dispatch on Murmansk 
coast. The message sent to Genera! 
J. J. Pershing was dated April 13, 
two weeks after the mutinous con­ 
duct of Company I, 339th infantry. 
It is assumed here this means 
proper discipline prevails.

Uros Ozero by a force of Russians 
and Allies, 46 of the enemey were 
killed, 9 wounded and 26 taken 
prisoner; 2 field guns, 1 machine 
gun and 7,000 shells being cap­ 
tured. 


New York, April 16.—Several mem­ 
bers of dom pa ny I, 339th infantry, the 
unit which ’’mutinied” in Russia, who

Charged with Forging Check and Se­ 
curing $500 from Local Bank on

James DeRocher, young man re­ 
cently married, is charged wdth forg­ 
ery and on Wednesday morning was 
taken in custody by Sheriff Claus A.
